Plans revealed for 
statue of the Queen

A STATUE of the Queen could be 
erected at the entrance to Newmarket 
next year to coincide with her 90th 
birthday and the opening of the new 
National Horseracing Museum. 

Mayor of Newmarket Cllr Rachel 
Hood told the News : “The museum is 
proposed to be open around the be¬ 
ginning of next year and April is Her 
Majesty’s 90th birthday. 

“As part of that we hope that in rec¬ 
ognition of the Queen’s special rela¬ 
tionship with Newmarket, through 
the horseracing industry, that there 
could be a statue which the town 
council is discussing. 

“At the moment we are thinking 
the statue would include Her Majesty 
and probably a mare and foal. Noth¬ 
ing has been finalised.” 

Town councillors discussed the 
plans in the private section of a full 
council meeting last month, with de¬ 
tails released in minutes this week. 

The minutes said: “The town mayor 
asked members to consider a propos¬ 
al from a community group to install 
a statue of the Queen to be placed at 
the entrance (Birdcage Walk) to the 
town to mark the Queen’s 90th birth¬ 
day and to coincide with the opening 
of the museum next spring. 

“After discussion, it was agreed 


that, in principle, Newmarket Town 
Council support the idea of a statue 
of her Majesty the Queen Elizabeth II 
with horses. The statue would be in¬ 
stalled on Newmarket Town Council 
land at the entrance to the town in 
recognition of the Queen’s 90th birth¬ 
day and her connection to Newmar¬ 
ket, subject to further information 
being received, a public consultation 
and that it be maintained by public 


subscription.” 

Details are still in 
the very early stages, 
councillors said. 

Cllr Joy Uney said: “We have no 
idea what it’s going to look like until 
it comes out into the public domain 
and ideas are put forward and it goes 
out for public consultation.” 

Cllr Hood added that the council 
would welcome any community in-

put into what should happen next. 

She said: “I really welcome the 
whole community working together 
to come up with ways to restore New¬ 
market to its former vibrance and 
I think it’s very good when people 
come together to come up with these 
ideas. 

“Everyone recognises the positive 
influence that the community can 
bring to the town so we would wel¬ 
come their input.” 


U's fan left 
fighting 
for his life 

A CAMBRIDGE United fan is 
fighting for his life and may 
“never walk again” after he 
was attacked in Southend. 

Simon Dobbin, 41, of 
Mildenhall, was put on a life 
support machine after be¬ 
ing attacked by a group of 
football fans near the Rail¬ 
way pub at about 7.20pm on 
Saturday. 

A club statement said Mr 
Dobbin was walking to Prit- 
tlewell Train Station with 
a friend and a small group 
of fellow United fans af¬ 
ter watching the rugby in a 
pub following the U’s draw 
at Southend. The fans were 
attacked as they made their 
way down towards the plat¬ 
form. 

The Half Moon pub in 
Mildenhall has launched a 
fundraising campaign for 
Mr Dobbin. 

Manager Terry Waye said: 
“The last we heard is that he 
may come off the ventila¬ 
tor tomorrow (today) but he 
will still be in a coma and he 
may not pull through but if 
he does, he may never walk 
again and has suffered brain 
damage.” 

Mr Dobbin’s father-in-law 
Jim Faley said it was looking 
less and less likely that he 
would pull through. 

A fundraising page has 
been set up. The website ad¬ 
dress is youcaring.com and 
search ‘Dobbin’. 

Two men have been ar¬ 
rested on suspicion of caus¬ 
ing grievous bodily harm in 
relation to the incident.

‘Our sixth form 
is not closing’

SIXTH form studies at New¬ 
market Academy will be 
continuing despite rumours 
that the centre was set to 
close. 

Last Friday concerned 
parents began reporting on 
social media that the acade¬ 
my was closing its sixth form 
centre in September. 

Current sixth form stu¬ 
dents even started a cam¬ 
paign to “Save Our Sixth 
Form” on Facebook, attract¬ 
ing almost 300 members. 

But headteacher Nick Froy 
said the rumours were total¬ 
ly untrue and that sixth form 
studies would continue. 

He said there were 10 sub¬ 
ject courses being offered, 
and they included English, 
biology, geography, busi¬ 
ness studies, sociology and

sport studies. 

He said the school had 
consulted with students to 
find out what subjects they 
wanted to study and had 
planned the courses accord¬ 
ingly. Students who wanted 
to study other subjects not 
being offered at Newmar¬ 
ket would be transported, 
free of charge, to their part¬ 
ner school, Samuel Ward in 
Haverhill. 


Mr Froy said: “The acad¬ 
emy has been working in 
partnership with West Suf¬ 
folk College and Samuel 
Ward Academy to ensure 
that it offers a broad and vi¬ 
able range of courses. 

“Clearly like every school 
we need to ensure that there 
are an appropriate number 
of students in each class 
to make them viable. Very 
small class sizes limits the 
teaching methods that the 
teacher can deploy and the 
opportunities for exchange 
of ideas.” 

He added: “The gover¬ 
nors, staff and the Samuel 
Ward Trust are committed to 
providing sixth form learn¬ 
ing opportunities in New¬ 
market.” 

Letters were being sent 
out this week to parents and 
students confirming places 
for September, Mr Froy said.

Cuts see towns lose police officers 


NEWMARKET and Milden- 
hall are set to lose one police 
officer each as cuts continue 
to hit the force. 

Inspector Matthew Rose 
told councillors what the fu¬ 
ture held for the force in For¬ 
est Heath at a council meet¬ 
ing on Monday. 

He said: “We have got 
some further cuts to make 
and we have got to save 
£20.5 million by 2020. 

“In Forest Heath we would 
be losing three police offic¬ 
ers from the district across 
the Safer Neighbourhood 


Teams. That will be one po¬ 
lice officer from Newmarket, 
Mildenhall and Brandon. 

“That will be done on a 
natural wastage basis. One 
of the police officers in New¬ 
market is due to retire later 
this year. 

“If there is a problem in 
a particular town I will be 
sharing resources and there 
are also five response teams 
across the district who will 
not be affected.” 

The force will also be put¬ 
ting a stop to their quarterly 
Safer Neighbourhood Team 


priority setting meetings as 
they found that they were 
not well attended and by the 
time apriority was set, it was 
out of date. 

Insp Rose added: “In a 
world with 24/7 communi¬ 
cation and everyone having 
access to social media set¬ 
ting priorities quarterly is 
not an option anymore.” 

Despite losing their police 
helicopter, the force would 
still have access to one 
based in Essex which could 
be mobilised for local inci¬ 
dents, the inspector said. 
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Clouds blank out view of eclipse 

A CLOUDY sky made 
for a disappointing view 
of the solar eclipse in 
Newmarket on Friday. 

But students at 
Newmarket Academy 
didn't let it put them 
off as they went out to 
the school field in their 
masses. 

The academy's 
astronomy club gave a 
presentation to students 
before the main event, 
explaining what a solar 
edipse was and how 
often it happens. 

Year Eight students and 
their parents descended 
on the field, armed with 
their special eclipse 
watching glasses, to view 
the skies as they got 
darker. 

An academy 

spokesperson said: "The 
weather forecast said it 
might be clear enough 
to see something, but 
unfortunately it was not 
to be. The day was a 
great experience for our 
astronomy club though, 
who all proved that they 
have great leadership and

FATHER-in-law to Frankie 
Dettori and Cambridge 
professor William Allen will 
be standing for UKIP in the 
district council elections in 
May, it has been announced.

The professor, who is a 
fellow of Robinson College 
in Cambridge and a profes¬ 
sor of equine reproduction, 
was a “pioneering equine 
veterinary researcher”, and 
is said to be well known and 
respected in Newmarket’s 
horseracing and breeding 
communities.

The party said that Prof 
Allen was particularly pas¬ 
sionate about local issues 
which are concerning the 
equine industry. 

Professor Allen said: “Like 
so many other people in 
modern Britain I am attract¬ 
ed to UKIP simply because, 
in marked contrast to all 
the other political parties, it 
says it as it is and promises 
to do what needs doing to 
put the country back on the 
rails and steam towards a 
brighter and more realistic 
future for all.” 

Originally from New Zea¬ 
land, Prof Allen is now a 


retired equine veterinary 
researcher who created and 
ran the Equine Fertility Unit. 

This was first set up in 
Cambridge before it was 
moved to Mertoun Pad- 
docks in Newmarket, where 
Prof Allen ran it between 
1989 until 2007. 

Deborah Rennie, UKIP’s 
prospective parliamentary 
candidate for South East 
Cambridgeshire, said: “We 
are incredibly fortunate to 
have such an excellent can¬ 
didate, with his knowledge 
and understanding of local 
issues he is ideally placed to 
serve the people of Cheve¬ 
ley. 

“I very much look forward 
to working with him during 
the campaign.” 


Developer addresses concerns 


DEVELOPERS have said they will try to 
slightly move a development planned for 
Exning after residents voiced concerns 
the properties would be too close to their 
homes. 

A representative from Charles Church met 
residents of Exning Road to talk through 
their concerns for the development, which 
would see 120 new homes built. 

Concerns were raised about many issues 
including access to the homes and building 
site, parking, and garden sizes. 


They talked of a need for a green belt to 
be situated between the new and old estate, 
but both Cllr Simon Cole and Martin David¬ 
son, from Charles Church, said it would not 
be a good idea as it may encourage crime. 

Instead, the developer said that he would 
try to have the homes moved by five metres 
to stop the homes being so close to the old 
site. 

If they receive full planning permission, 
Charles Church expect to start working 
around September.

Reflection tree 
for loved ones 


FAMILIES who have lost 
their loved ones have been 
given a new way to remem¬ 
ber them at a hospice in Suf¬ 
folk. 

The Tree of Reflection, a 
handcrafted metal tree with 
shimmering copper and 
aluminium leaves, has been 
set up at St Nicholas Hos¬ 
pice in memory of former 
Newmarket schoolteacher 
Fred Grimsey. 

Fred, who previously 
taught at St Felix Middle 
School before becoming PE 
teacher at St Louis Middle 
School in Bury St Edmunds, 
died last June after being di¬ 
agnosed with terminal can¬ 
cer in October 2013. 

His family members paid 
tribute to Fred at the Tree of 
Reflection in the St Nicho¬ 
las Hospice Care gardens 
on what would have been 
his 62nd birthday, Saturday 
March 14. 

The memorial has been

dedicated to Fred, and other 
families who have lost their 
loved ones can have the 
names of people they have 
lost inscribed on the leaves. 

Fred’s wife, Julie, said: “I 
am extremely proud that 
this memorial has been 
dedicated to Fred. So many 
people have been involved 
in the creation of it and it is 
just extraordinary. 

“I would like to thank eve¬ 
rybody who has been in¬ 
volved in any way. The Tree 
of Reflection will be here for 
many years to come.” 

The tree was installed in 
the hospice after Fred’s fam¬ 
ily pledged to raise money 
for the hospice, which had 
cared for him during his ill¬ 
ness. 

Julie took part in the first 
Women on Wheels cycle 


ride last summer, while his 
daughter Jacqui ran 10km a 
day for 10 days. 

Through their efforts, the 
family raised £10,000. 

Nick Duncan, hospice 
legacy officer, said: “We 
were asked to propose some 
means of spending those 
funds to best effect. We 
had wanted some sort of 
memory tree and a way for 
people to remember their 
loved ones for some time, so 
we put the idea to the family 
and we were so pleased they 
were in favour.” 

The Tree of Reflection 
could raise £100,000 for St 
Nicholas Hospice Care in 
the first three years. 

Nick added: “The Tree of 
Relection will hopefully be 
a significant fundraiser for 
the hospice and it is also 
something for the whole 
community and a place for 
people to remember their 
loved ones.” 


Burglar jailed for raid on home 


A BURGLAR who raided the home of an 
83-year-old dementia sufferer in Newmarket 
has been jailed. 

Norbert Bielinski, 21, had been drinking 
when he smashed his way into a property 
in St Mary's Square but fled empty handed 
after injuring himself. 

Last Tuesday, Ipswich Crown Court heard 
that drops of blood found at the scene 
were used by police forensic experts to link 
Bielinski to the crime. 

Bielinski, of St Denys, Newmarket, pleaded 
guilty to burglary with intent to steal and was 
jailed to 12 months. 

Prosecuting, Michael Crimp said that on 
the evening of November 2 last year the 
elderly victim had been seen by his daughter 
who ensured the external doors were locked. 

The following morning she had a call from 


her distressed father who said that the back 
door had been damaged. 

Mr Crimp said a glass panel had been 
smashed in and an attempt made to open 
an internal door. Nothing had been stolen 
but blood was found where the intruder had 
injured himself. 

Mr Crimp told the court the elderly victim 
had been "extremely upset and distressed" 
by what had taken place at his home. 

Sentencing him, Judge Rupert Overbury 
told Bielinski: "Anyone who breaks into 
someone's home, particularly at night, 
particularly when they have been drinking, 
will only ever receive a custodial sentence in 
this court." 

In addition to jailing Bielinski for 12 
months, Judge Overbury ordered him to pay 
£702 compensation to his victim.

Horse racing 
pays its way 

I WRITE in response to the letters 
published in last week's edition and 
previously that have raised the issue 
of both public spending and of the 
relationship between the town and 
the racing industry. 

I believe it not to be a coincidence 
that letters of the type we have 
seen in recent months increase 
as we approach local elections. 

Until now, as the representative 
of an organisation that resolutely 
avoids party politics, I have avoided 
responding to them. 

However, the increasing number 
of misleading claims has persuaded 
me that a response is necessary. 

The new horsewalk on Snailwell 
Road seems to be a particular issue. 
It is worth remembering that its 
purpose is to improve the safety of 
the 250 horses and their riders who 
use it every day, as well as that of 
other highways users around them. 
Whilst there was inconvenience 
to all during construction and 
there is still work to do to soften 
its appearance, it should be 
acknowledged that it fulfils its 
primary objective very well. 

In addition to voluntary 
contributions from the racing 
industry and Suffolk County 
Council's Local Transport Fund, 
the construction of the Snailwell 
Road horsewalk was funded by 
money provided under section 106 
agreements. 

Section 106 money is not available 
to a council - either district or 
county - to spend as it wishes. It 
must directly relate to a specific 
need "created" by the impact of a 
specific development. 

At this point, it is relevant to 
point out that not only did racing 
contribute directly to the funding of 
the horsewalk, the racing industry 
itself is a significant contributor to 
the public purse. 

Last year Jockey Club Estates 
alone paid over £290,000 in 
business rates and Council Tax. 

An independent report concluded 
that the racing industry in the 
Newmarket region contributes over 
£200m a year and provides 8,500 
full-time jobs. 

The inter-relationship between the 
racing industry and the town, which 
leads to the existence of horsewalks, 
is what makes Newmarket one 
of the few truly individual town 
environments left in the country, 


creating a hybrid between town and 
country, harking back to an era long 
since departed. 

Interestingly, I note that in 
raising their concerns about the 
horsewalks, last week's letter writers 
chose not to reference the fact that 
during the harsh winter of two years 
ago these same horsewalks were 
the only place where it was safe to 
ride, cycle or walk free from ice and 
snow, because our staff started work 
at 4am every morning for 10 weeks 
to keep them safe for horses and 
others, at no cost to the taxpayer. 
Nor did they comment on the tens 
of thousands of pounds the racing 
industry spends every year cutting 
grass verges and picking up tons of 
rubbish, at no cost to the taxpayer; 
or the generous gift of the well 
used community pavilion on the 
Severals; or the Severals itself which 
was given to the town after the war; 
or the thousands of acres made 
available to the public (after 1 pm) 
to walk, run and cycle, maintained 
free of any cost to the taxpayer; 
or the area on Sidehill created to 
allow some access for dog walkers 
before 1 pm; or the many thousands 
of pounds given in cash or kind to 
local charities every year; I could 
go on! 

Thankfully, most people in 
Newmarket do, I believe, 
appreciate these things, and 
the racing industry, in turn, 
understands that local people suffer 
inconvenience on account of horses 
moving across town or extra traffic 
on racedays, and the racing industry 
appreciates the town's patience. 

I truly hope that after the elections 
on May 8 we can return to a 
happier, more constructive and 
productive state of affairs. 

I agree wholeheartedly with the 
point made by David Mason in his 
ietter that Newmarket's non-racing 
people and racing people have co¬ 
existed happily for centuries, and I 
believe there are many compelling 
reasons they should continue to do 
so.

John Barker 
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Fears over plans 
to introduce lynx 
into UK forests

COUNTRY estate bosses have voiced 
concern over proposals to reintro¬ 
duce lynx to the UK - fearing they 
could prey on game birds and live¬ 
stock. 

The medium-size wild cats have 
been extinct in this country for more 
than 1,000 years but the Lynx UK 
Trust want to launch a rebuilding 
scheme. 

They plan to introduce six of the 
animals into three UK forests, at 
Thetford in East Anglia, Ennerdale in 
the Lake District and Grumack For¬ 
est in Aberdeenshire. 

Talks with landowners at those 
sites have already taken place and 
a public consultation is due to be 
launched. 

A formal application will then be 
lodged with Natural England and 
Scottish Natural Heritage, the gov¬ 
ernment agencies that license such 
releases. 

If the plan is given the green light 
the Eurasian lynx would be released 
later this year wearing GPS tracking 
collars. 

But Andrew Blenkiron, director 
of Euston Estate in Suffolk, said he 
feared the impact lynx would have if 
they were put in neighbouring Thet¬ 
ford Forest. 

He said: “Our initial reaction is that 
we have enough predator species 
around the area and anything else 
being introduced causes us concern. 

“We produce a lot of lambs and 
I imagine they would be at risk of 
being attacked by the lynx. We also 
have pigs who are in outside dwell¬ 
ings. 

“We have a great number of game 
birds such as pheasants and par¬ 
tridges and the population of wild 
birds has to be considered. 


“There are some stone curlew 
birds on our estate which are a pro¬ 
tected species and they could be at¬ 
tacked. 

“I would want to know how 
the population would be con¬ 
trolled. The muntjac deer 
was introduced in a similar 
way and their numbers got 
out of control.” 

He added: “The ro¬ 
mance of the idea means 
the practicality has been 
overlooked. These lynx died 
out because they caused so 
much damage that they had to 
be eradicated. 

“We have enough of an issue with 
wild foxes that take wild birds and 
game birds. 


“And like foxes they may end up 
finding a new food source and spill 
into urban areas which would raise 
issues over public safety.” 

An Elveden Estate spokesman 
said they also had “concerns” 
about the plans and were 
particularly worried about 
their lambs and deer. 

Paul O’Donoghue, a sci¬ 
ence adviser to Lynx UK 
Trust, claimed there would 
be little risk to livestock and 
domestic pets because lynx 
do not hunt in open areas. 
He said: “The lynx is one of the 
most enigmatic, beautiful cats on 
the planet. The British countryside 
is dying and lynx will bring it back to 
life.” 



Apology for toilet at war memorial

A BUILDING firm has apologised af¬ 
ter it placed a portable toilet next to 
a war memorial in Mildenhall. 

The toilet was spotted beside the 
war memorial by angry residents 
who said that its placement was 
“awful” last week. 

A picture of the site was shared 
on Facebook, attracting hundreds of 
comments from local people. 

One said: “[I am] absolutely dis¬ 
gusted by this, no class whatsoev¬ 
er!” 

Another added: “Surely someone 
would have been intelligent enough 
to think of where to put the porta- 
loo, but clearly not as this is where 
it ended up being. 

“[It is] shocking and disrespect¬ 
ful.” 

The placement of the toilet was 
quickly reported to both Suffolk 
County Council’s highways de¬ 
partment and building group, Kier, 


which has since apologised. 

Suzanne Connolly, who urged 
people to complain about the situ¬ 
ation, said: “I don’t think it was in¬ 
tentional but just plain ignorance. 
Whatever the reason, it was totally 


disrespectful and should never hap¬ 
pen again. 

“Hopefully it’s not common prac¬ 
tice to position them on memorial 
sites or similar places, convenient is 
not always the best choice.”

Border collies get 
together to help 
research at AHT 


DOGS and their owners attended 
the Animal Health Trust, near 
Newmarket, last week to help a 
study into glaucoma. 

A total of 52 border collies and 
their owners met at the centre, 
in Kentford, to increase sample 
numbers from the breed as they 
marked World Glaucoma Week. 

The collies, some of which 
travelled from as far as Doncaster 
and South Wales, gave DNA sam¬ 
ples and had eye examinations to 
aid the AHT’s research. 

The trust is currently research¬ 
ing canine glaucoma, as part of a 
six year study, to try and prevent 
the need for dogs to have their 
eyes removed if they are affected 
by primary glaucoma. 

It is hoped the study will be 
able to develop a DNA test which 
would identify dogs at risk of de¬ 
veloping inherited glaucoma. 

Dr Cathryn Mellersh, who is

leading the research, said: “The 
Border Collie Day was a great 
success and really helped us to 
spead awareness of canine inher¬ 
ited glaucoma, which is a prob¬ 
lem not enough dog owners are 
aware of. 

“It’s heartbreaking to see dogs 
go blind and have to have eyes 
removed due to this sudden and 
aggressive form of the disease.” 

The AHT is taking cheek swabs 
from dogs that have been diag¬ 
nosed with glaucoma, dogs diag¬ 
nosed with goniodysgenesis (an 
abnormality which affects the 
drainage of the eye), and dogs 
over the age of five which are 
clear of goniodysgenesis. 

It is hoped the study will help 
in identifying mutations respon¬ 


sible for the disease in different 
breeds. 

Dr Mellersh added: “There is a 
lot of research ahead of us but, 
with enough support from dog 
owners and breeders, like those 
who attended the Border Collie 
Day, we hope to be able to make 
a difference and develop a sim¬ 
ple DNA test to quickly identify 
which dogs possess the genetic 
abnormality responsible for this 
condition. 

“If we can achieve that then 
hopefully, in the future, fewer 
dogs will suffer from this painful 
and blinding disease.” 

Owners of breeds including 
border collies, Welsh springer 
spaniels, cocker spaniels, basset 
hounds, golden retrievers and a 
number of others can help with 
research.

Man in 
attack had 
machete 

A MAN from Cambridgesh¬ 
ire has pleaded guilty to 
attacking another while 
holding a machete and 
wooden truncheon. 

Shane Barker, of Rogers 
Road, Swaffham Prior, ad¬ 
mitted one count of assault 
by beating and another 
count of affray on Novem¬ 
ber 5 last year.

A pre-sentence report 
was ordered for Shane 
Barker.

Churchill's cup to be in museum display 


A TROPHY won by Sir Winston 
Churchill’s own colt is set to go on 
display at the National Horserac¬ 
ing Museum.

Director of the National 
Horseracing Museum, Chris Gari¬ 
baldi, said: “The trophy is of par¬ 
ticular importance to the history 
of horseracing in this country il¬ 
lustrating as it does in a single ob¬ 
ject both the pivotal role of the Aga 
Khan’s family in their patronage of 
the sport and Sir Winston Church¬ 
ill’s private passion for the Turf. 

“We are intending to feature the 
cup very prominently in our new 
Sporting Glory gallery in the Palace 


House redevelopment alongside 
Pathe newsreel both of the 1961 
race itself and Sir Winston Church¬ 
ill attending the races. 

“It shows a less well known side 
to the most important British po¬ 
litical figure of the 20th century 
and we could not be more pleased 
or honoured.” 

Aly Khan was a racehorse owner 
and jockey. His most famous horse 
was Petite Etoile, who came sec¬ 
ond place to High Hat in the race 
for the cup in 1961.

Strict new 


fly-grazing 
law approved 


WELFARE charities and coun¬ 
tryside groups have welcomed 
new laws banning fly-grazing. 

The Control of Horses Bill was 
passed last Wednesday follow¬ 
ing almost three years of cam¬ 
paigning. 

The new law will deter and 
help to swiftly resolve cases 
of fly-grazing - the practice of 
placing horses on private and 
public land without permission. 

Charities estimate the num¬ 
ber of horses fly-grazed in Eng¬ 
land to be more than 3,000. 

Thomas Allen, from So- 
ham, was killed in 2012 
when his car hit a group 
of horses that had been 
fly-grazing and had 
strayed onto the A14 
near Ipswich. 

Horse owner Stacy 
Humphrys, 27, of West 
Meadows travellers 
site in Ipswich, admitted 
causing a public nuisance 
and was jailed at Ipswich Crown 
Court for two years and four 
months last year.

At an inquest into Mr Al¬ 
len’s death, coroner Peter Dean 
called for fly-grazing to be made 
illegal. 

Roly Owers, chief executive of 
the World Horse Welfare charity, 
said: “After almost three years of 
campaigning, all of the organi¬ 
sations in our coalition are de¬ 
lighted that fulian Sturdy MP’s 
Private Members Bill has suc¬ 
cessfully been passed and will 
become law before the election. 
“This law will make a big 
difference to horse wel¬ 
fare, as charities have 
been struggling to help 
the thousands of hors¬ 
es being bred indis¬ 
criminately and kept 
without proper care. 

“It will also help 
landowners, farmers, 
communities and taxpay¬ 
ers as it will make action 
to remove horses much more 
swift, straightforward and less 
expensive to take.”

SCHOOL'S OUT: So why not visit the splendour of Ambrose Place 


AS the Easter holidays loom, 
National Gardens Scheme 
chief executive George 
Plumptre recommends some 
stunning gardens to visit, rais¬ 
ing money for a good cause in 
the process. 

When school’s out for East¬ 
er, it’s time for the family to 
venture outdoors - and there 
are some great gardens to visit 
over the holidays, with the 
added bonus of raising money 
for charity while you do it. 

With the National Gardens 
Scheme Yellow Book 2015 in 
hand, you can leaf through a 
plethora of privately-owned 
gardens which open their 
doors at certain times of the 
year and give visitors a chance 
to view garden owners’ in¬ 
dividual creations, with pro¬ 
ceeds going towards nursing, 
caring and charities. 

More than 70 gardens will 
be open over Easter in aid of 
theNGS. 

“We encourage a very di¬ 
verse range of gardens,” 
the charity’s chief executive 


George Plumptre explains, 
“from really big country gar¬ 
dens of many acres to gardens 
in towns and cities. Currently 
our smallest garden measures 
five by eight metres.” 

Allotment holders, schools 
and villagers in the same 
streets all participate. Resi¬ 
dents from one street in Wor¬ 
thing - Ambrose Place - have 
put their road on the map 
thanks to their show-stopping 
rectangular back gardens, de¬ 


scribed as a ‘horticultural phe¬ 
nomenon’ and influenced by 
an eclectic mix of styles, from 
Morocco, Provence and the 
Alhambra to the more tradi¬ 
tional English cottage garden. 

Many owners will only open 
their garden once or twice 
during the year, while other, 
bigger operators devote spe¬ 
cific days to the NGS as a 
fund-raising initiative. 

“We have a group of well- 
known gardens across the 


country open to visitors, 
such as The Easton Walled 
Gardens in Lincolnshire, 
which open throughout 
spring and summer and will 
have certain days when all 
the money raised goes to the 
NGS.

geous daffodils, beautiful 
woodland garden and a lovely 
lake to walk around. Lots of 
NGS gardens are small and 
plant-orientated, but Spetch¬ 


ley is a garden for everybody.” 

■ 61 Fountainhall Road, Ed¬ 
inburgh {scotlandsgardens. 
org): Open for Scotland’s Gar¬ 
dens on Easter Sunday, April 
5: In this large walled town 
garden, trees and shrubs form 
an architectural backdrop to 
a wide variety of flowering 
plants. The growing collection 
of hellebores and trilliums and 
variety of late blooming flow¬ 
ers provide interest from early 
March to October. In addition, 
there are now several alpine 
beds which include a large 
collection of Sempervivums. 

■ Congburn Arboretum, Ed- 
mondsley, Durham {cong- 
burnnurseries. co. uk ): Open 
for NGS Easter Sunday, April 5: 
An Easter egg trail should keep 
the kids occupied in this beau¬ 
tiful arboretum which boasts 
lovely woodland walks, drifts 
of daffodils and new planting 
among the established trees. 

■ The Burrows Gardens, 
Brailsford, Derbyshire {bur- 
rowsgardens.com ): Open for 
NGS Easter Monday, April 6: 


Exotic rare plants and trees 
are displayed alongside im¬ 
maculate lawns in five acres 
of stunning garden. “This has 
a really good mixture of differ¬ 
ent designs and plants. It’s a 
very ambitious garden which 
is intriguing - there are lots of 
places for children to hide.” 

■ The Walled Garden, Knill, 
Powys (01544 267 411): Open 
for NGS Easter Monday, April 
6: “This garden has a lovely 
riverside walk where there 
will be lots of flowering shrubs 
and tulips and a beautiful 
walled garden within four 
acres of countryside setting.” 
You’ll also see primulas, a bog 
garden and small grotto, as 
well as mixed and herbaceous 
borders.” 

■ The gardens in England 
and Wales can be found in The 
Yellow Book 2015 (Consta¬ 
ble, £12.99), a guide to almost 
4,000 gardens open to the 
public on behalf of the NGS.
